Will Refuse to Talk. 
Obenchain, it is understood, will 
refuse to testify before 
the 
grand 
jury on the legal ground that an at­ 
torney for the defense 
cannot 
be 
compelled to reveal how he plans to 
acquit those he is defendang. 
Keyes holds, however, that Oben- 
chain’s assertion that 
he 
has 
in­ 
formation which may land the “real 
perpetrators” in Jail 
is 
knowledge 
concerning the public safety rather 
than part of the defense, and that 
Obenchain can therefore be made 
to reveal such information. 
Obenchain admitted today that he 
had interviews with two “highly im­ 
portant” witnesses for the defense. 
He refused to reveal their identity. 
The district attorney’s office to­ 
day claimed to have in its possession 
a telegram purporting to have been 
sent 
by Madalynne 
Obenchain 
in 
Chicago to Kennedy in I» s Angeles, 
the text of 
which 
included 
the 
phrase “good-bye forever,” the gen­ 
eral intim ation being that Kennedy 
and Madalynne had broken off. 
Bare Mystery Message. 
The telegram said to have been 
signed with Madalynne’s name was 
filed in Chicago at a time when she 
was actually secretly in Los Ange­ 
les. 
The state will charge, it is un­ 
derstood, that it was sent as a decoy 
for Kennedy’s mother 
and 
father, 
who, for 
religious 
reasons, 
were 
strongly opposed to their son’s af­ 
fair with 
Madalynne, who 
was a 
Methodist as well as a divorcee. 
Strong intim ation was made today 
at the district attorney’s office that 
the telegram was sent by Madalynne 
to Burch by mail and 
that 
Burch 
filed it there for her. The state will 
contend that, if this is so, it indicates 
how deeply Burch was taken into 
Madaiynne’s confidence even before 
he arrived in Los

in

sponse to her appeal.

Lasker Launches Move to Spare 
Waste In Handling Vessels;

WASHINGTON, 
Aug. 19 — 
Many millions of dollars will be 
saved annually under a new pol­ 
icy of the United States shipping 
board in renting its ships, it was 
said at Chairman Lasker’s office 
today.

Prepare for Clash 
Meanwhile tho 9inn Fein army, 
without breaking the conditions of 
the truce, was making ready for the 
worst. 
The principal visible activity of the 
Irish Republican army was to guard 
the mansion house during the Dail’s 
meetings. 
Informers, if they could 
get into the meeting, conld gather in- 
formation that has never been avail­ 
able before, as various Sinn Feiners 
were reporting on their resources. 
Tho couple of hundred of I. R. A. 
troopers, hardly fitted the descrip­ 
tions of ‘murderers” and “cuthroats.” 
On the contrary they appeared as 
clear eyed, good natured lads of the 
best Irish type, taking their work 
extremely serious and enforcing the 
slightest order much more vigorous­ 
ly than professional soldiers. 
Castle Under Guard 
People paid little attention to the 
British soldiers as they walked the 
streets in pairs.

George in the house of commons and 
Marquis Curzon in the house of lords 
today told the 
British 
parliament 
that the government has gone the 
limit in its offers to Ireland. 
“The government has gone to the 
extreme limit in its concessions to 
Ireland,” Marquis Curzon declared. 
The British foreign minister con­ 
tinued: 
“The only possible criticism of the 
terms is that they are too generous. 
“We have offered all that is pos­ 
sible 
without 
compromising 
the 
safety of the realm, the sovereignty 
of the crown and the unity of the em­ 
pire. 
Ruin For Ireland. 
“It is inconceivable that Ireland 
should consent to a resumption of 
the quarrel. 
“ Separation would Infallibly mean 
the economic ruin of Ireland. 
“If the government is challenged, 
it will not quail before its difficult 
task.” 
While Curzon was telling the lords 
that the government had “gone to 
the extreme limit 
in 
its 
offers,” 
Lloyd George reported to the com­ 
moners that "the government 
has 
already said all it has to say in its 
letters to De Valera ” 
The premier warned an anxious 
house that there was great danger of 
misrepresentations 
and 
misunder­ 
standings at the present stage of the 
Irish negotiations. 
“The Irish atmosphere is always 
full of suspicion.” 
“I have heard no suggestion from 
any part of the world, save Ireland 
that this government has not gone 
to the very limits of concession in 
its offer to Ireland. 
“ We have offered everything pos­ 
sible in order to purchase peace and 
the good will of the Irish people. 
Challenge to Crown. 
“ Should our terms 
be 
rejected.” 
Lloyd 
George 
said, 
emphatically, 
| “ we will be faced by a graver situa­ 
tion in Ireland than any that has 
previously confronted us. 
“ Rejection 
would 
unmistakably 
challenge the authority of the crown 
and the unity of the empire. 
“The British government 
is 
sin­ 
cerely desirous of peace in Ireland.” 
This was Lloyd George’s final mes­ 
sage to commons before its adjourn­ 
ment. 
In the event of a final rejection 
of the terms by the Dail Eireann. 
beyond hope of negotiations, he said 
that it would be necessary for the 
executive council to 
consult 
with \ 
commons and secure its approval or 
disapproval of steps which the gov­ 
ernment proposed to take. 
After the prime minister’s state­ 
ment, the speaker declared the house 
of commons adjourned until October 
18. 
The prorogation is indefinitely 
postponed, pending settlement of the 
Irish question.

HANGING TO THE NAME 


The Bartenders’ League of America, in conven­ 
tion at Chicago, not only proves that it still exists 
but decides not to change the ancient name of its 
trade to any such modern and refined equivalent as 
“beverage dispenser." 
This decision may be sentimental. 
It may be 
bravado. 
But it is probably inspired by hope. 
The 
bartending profession, like the followers of many an­ 
other deposed monarch, still hope that old John Bar­ 
leycorn will “come back,” and they want to be ready. 
Certainly there is little present hope of success. 
The bartenders may keep their tides, for old time’s 
sake, but they may as well reconcile themselves to 
serving near-beer no nearer than the Volsteadian per­ 
centage, and serving it for the most part not over the 
old familiar mahogany bars, but over mollycoddle 
"counters,” without even the liistoric accompaniment 
of a footfall. 
Bartending isn’t what it used to be, and thank 
Heaven it never will be again. 
The American sa- 
j loon, as it existed in its heyday, will never again be 
tolerated. 


Governor Small, of Illinois, whether he be guilty 
or whether he be innocent of the charges pending 
against him, is setting a very pernicious example in 
dodging about the state, evading the service of pa 
pere upon him on criminal charges. 
He makes the 
flim sy excuse that he can not obtain justice in San­ 
gamon county. Very well. 
Why not surrender there 
and ask for a change of venue to some other county, 
where no prejudice against him exists? 
The spectacle of the governor of a great state 
skulking around for week?, remaining away from the 
capital and acting much as the common fugitive from 
justice, is not inspiring.

The influence of this course 
surely is not promotive of respect for law or for 
those who are charged with responsible part in up­ 
holding law.
